They 
think of a machine as another 
living thin* with a personality 
of its own. The old engineer has 
a pet name for his iron horse. 
The combat flier has one for his 
plane. So does many an infan­ 
tryman for his rifle. 
Since a man does think of a 
favorite machine as having a 
life of*its own, he respects the 
quirks in its nature. He knows 
he has his ups and downs, and 
realizes even 
the 
best-hearted 
and most wiling machine has its 


bad days as well as its good 
days.

THEREFORE, when something 
goes wrong with the machine, 
when it fails to function for one 
reason or other, it makes him as 
uneasy as if a human friend fell 
ill. His general attitude is one 
of, "W hat can I do to help you. 
Buddy?” and he tries with un­ 
derstanding hands to find out 
what ails his machine, and fix 
it and make it feel well enough 
again to go about its usual work. 


Pew women go in for this kind 
of nonsense.

The Sacramento charter was 
the first of this type in Califor­ 
nia. It has stood the test of time 
and has been the proto-type of 
many such charters subsequent­ 
ly adopted. 


PRELIMINARY' STEPS 
are 
most important. The advocates 
of such change must first of all 
be 
representative 
and 
drawn 
from the various elements of the 
community. 
In Sacramento the following 
organizations were asked to nom­ 
inate citizens whom they felt 
would make desirable and con­ 
scientious 
Freeholders 
— 
tha 
Chamber of Commerce, the la­ 
bor unions, 
retail 
merchants, 
builders exchange, women’s clubs, 
professional groups, doctors, law­ 
yers and educational units. We 
were fortunate in 
securing

representative and harmonious 
group. 


NOMINEES 
must be "free­ 
holders,” (i.e. property owners) 
and residents of the county for 
the past five years. They must 
realize th at for a period of ninety 
day« they would be required to 
give devoted and serious study 
to the task ahead; willing to run 
for election as members of the 
Board of Freeholders, to cam­ 
paign for its adoption and to

WASHINGTON UP) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has 
returned 
from vacation to face one of the 
most serious years of his life. 
Budget, deficit, taxes, prosperity, 
defense, trade, 
Korea, 
dealing 
with the Russians. All are on his 
doorstep, waiting. 


For 1953 was a period of get­ 
ting ready for 1954. and later. 
In his Boston speech the Presi­ 
dent said frankly the record of 
his administration has been too 
short to be “anything like defin­ 
itive.” More than just the record 
of his administration and party 
is at stake next year. 


FOR ONE THING, the budget. 
He wants to wipe out the fed­ 
eral deficit, the 
gap 
between 
government income and spend­ 
ing. All over Washington these 
days officials are busy preparing 
the budget Eisenhower will hand 
Congress in January. 
He cut government expenses in 
1953. He says he wants to cut 
them more in 1954. The biggest 
expense, 
and 
therefore 
t h e 
juiciest target for cutting, is in 
national defense. But in 1953 the 
Russians’ claimed to have pro­ 
duced the hydrogen bomb. 
Eisenhower must decide wheth­ 
er national safety can stand any 
further cuts in defense. A coun­ 
try which talks tough, as this 
one has been, 
while 
reducing 
money on armaments, will hard­ 
ly impress the Russians or as­ 
sure American Allies. 


IN 1954, through taxes which 
Hill end automatically or be re­ 
duced automatically, the govern­ 
ment faces a loss of billions of 
dollars. Heavy cuts in expenses 
will be necessary 
to 
overcome 
that loss unless, perhaps, the ad­ 
ministration can find 
a 
new 
kind of tax, maybe a sales tax, 
to make up the lost revenue. 
But 1954 is an election year —* 
for all 435 House seats and one 
third of the Senate j- and any 
administration request for a new 
tax might be enough to split the 
Republican party, some of whose 
members were bitter 
in 
1953 
when Eisenhower asked exten­ 
sion of the excess profits tax. 
A bad business recession in 
1954 would knock the adminis­ 
tration’s plans for redfced sav­ 
ings out the window. Eisenhow­

SINCE THE RUSSIANS have 
made faster progress in hydro­ 
gen bomb development than was 
predicted here, Eisenhower has 
a choice: Stand firm against the 
Communists until they show by 
deeds they waqt peace, or try to 
work out a disarmament agree­ 
ment with them. 
If Eisenhower took the latter 
course it would mean a shift 
from the policy statement he 
laid down last April and which 
Dulles repeated at 
the 
United 
Nations last week. 
In addition, since the admin­ 
istration evidently is planning to 
cut out, or (frastically 
reduce, 
foreign aid, it must make deci­ 
sions on helping the Europeans 
with freer trade policies, or let­ 
ting them do the best they can 
with the present policy. Trade is 
tied in tightly with their pros­ 
perity and, so, their defensive 
ability.

FRENCH AT WORK 
Evidence 
Not Everyone 
Keeping Idle

The French government has 
been the frequent target lately 
of charges that, figuratively, it 
fiddles while Rome burns. 
Two bits of evidence to the 
contrary, accumulated in the last 
week, now may be reported. They 
are: 
V—President 
Vincent 
Auriol 
discontinued recognition of the 
president and vice president of 
the principality of Andorra. 
2—Premier Joseph Laniel ap­ 
proved some 50 decrees aimed at 
making life simpler for the av­ 
erage Frenchman and visitors by 
eliminating what the French call 
"paperasse * or red tape. 


NOT THAT ALL the red tap« 
has been eliminated. 
And goodness only knows what 
will happen now in French and 
Andorran relations. 
Andorran and French relations 
reached a crisis when Andorra 
recently refused France permis­ 
sion to build a radio station in 
the principality. 
The French retaliated by slap­ 
ping on special entry fees which 
cut down on Andorra’s tourist 
traffic. 
Andorra has a population of 
just over 5000 persons, has an 
area of 191 square miles and is 
nestled in the Pyrenees between 
France and Spain. It has en­ 
joyed 
undisturbed 
sovereignty 
since 1276, although it pays an 
annual tribute of 
960 
frai os 
about $2.50 to France and 460 
pesetas (about $11) to the Span­ 
ish Bishop of Urgel. 


NOW THE French president 
has accused the two Andorran 
officials of an "evident lack of 
good faith.” 
Now as to the "paperasse.” 
The Laniel 
government 
re­ 
forms make it no longer neces­ 
sary for a Frenchman to prove: 
1—That he ia alive. 
2—More than once that he was 
born. 
3—That he has a roof over his 
head. 
That he is a bachelor. 
The decrees also provide that 
local prefects can act on their 
own if, on questiops referred to 
Paris, the government has not 
acted within two months. Which 
gives an idea of how long it has 
taken to get action in the past.

U.S. district judge, called 
the death sentence invalid under 
the 14th Amendment, the sen­ 
tence still hangs over Wells. If 
the UB. Supreme Court declines 
to examine his case, then only 
Gov, Warren and the people of 
this state who will plead for 
him can save his life.

Would Kill GOP 


GREEN BAY. Wis. 
(tPy—Sen. 
Wiley (R-Wis.) said today t h e 
United States must increase its 
defense spending, but he said a 
national sales tax is the wrong 
way to 'raise the revenue needed. 
Such a tax, he predicted, would 
be 
"thunderingly 
rejected” 
by 
.Congress. And he said the Eisen­ 
hower administration would pro­ 
pose and push through a sales tax 
only "If it wanted to dig its own 
political grave.” 
Many Republicans in Congress 
have been talking hopefully of 
cutting military expenditure furth­ 
er. But Wiley, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, declared in a speech before 
the C?reen Bay Rotary club: 
“Defense expenditures are going 
to have to increase because wre 
simply are not adequately prepar­ 
ed on a continental basis. 
“We are all, of course, hoping 
that we will get Increased effici­ 
ency in our armed forces and in 
other government departments, so 
we can make necessary savings. 
“The Eisenhower administration 
is leaving no stone unturned in 
order to save every possible dollar 
which Is reasonably can. 
“But it cannot accomplish bud­ 
get miracles. So, inevitably, we 
are having to search for new 
sources of revenue. . . It was only 
natural that people should at least 
consider a national sales tax.” 
Secretary of Treasury Humphrey 
has said a federal sales tax is 
one of many proposals being con­ 
sidered, but that no final decisions 
have been made on what to re­ 
commend to Congress. Tax law 
changes scheduled to take effect 
automatically next year will cost 
the Treasury about eight billion 
dollars a year. 
Sen. Wiley said a sales levy "is 
the worst, unfairest type of tax” 
because it falls most heavily on 
low income families. 
He offered no specific tax sug­ 
gestions of his own.

New Armed Services Setup 


WASHINGTON (JP) 
Scientific 
predictions 
that 
the 
hydrogen 
bomb may soon explode into prac­ 
tical reality—a prospect that set 
off soul-searching in the Penta­ 
gon-steeped in significance today 
an unusual meeting of the Na­ 
tional Security Council. 
The new Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
who comprise America’s high mili­ 
tary command, already are over­ 
due with recommendations on the 
size and shape of

July 1. 
This entirely "new look,” it was 
learned today, was ordered by the 
White House and Defense Depart­

LARGE GROUP 
President Eisenhower summoned 
an unusually large number of his 
government aides and advisers to 
today’s meeting of the top level 
National Security Council. 
Normally fewer

persons—attend the weekly meet­ 
ing. But today 26 names were list­ 
ed in addition to that 
of

President who serves as

chairmen. 
Besides the full membership of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the 
secretaries of the armed services,

tinental defense, among them Lt

Attorney G eneral Edmund G. 
Brown 
told 
the 
grocers 
th a t 
changes do not require a fixed 
profit and have not affected the 
provision regarding "loss leaders." 
Answering w hat he t e r met} 
"widespread m isunderstanding” as 
to the effect of the so-ca}led six 
per cent am endm ent to the act, 
Brown said, “The U nfair P rac­ 
tices Act is not a minimum price 
law. 
"The law does not require any­ 
one in business to take a six per 
cent m arkup on his invoice cost 
or any other fixed percentage of 
m arkup.” 


TWO PROVISIONS 
The attorney general limited his 
discussion to two provisions of 
the act am endm ents which became 
effective Sept. 9: 
First, 
the 
provision 
defining 
‘ cost” in prohibiting sales below 
cost with intent to injure com­ 
petition; 


Second, the provision prohibiting 
the use of loss leaders. 


Opening his discussion, Brown 
emphasized that the Unfair Prac­ 
tices Act, basically, is one of the 
state’s anti-trust laws. With the 
Cartwright Act, he said, "It is the 
backbone of our legislative safe­ 
guards 
against 
monopolies 
and 
monopolistic practices in business.” 


LAYMAN’S LANGUAGE 
Taking up the so-called six per 
cent am endm ent, Brown said the 
practical effect in laym an’s lan­ 
guage is: 


“The plaintiff m ust p’rove the | 
price at which a sale Is made. 
Secondly, he m ust prove the in­ 
voice or replacem ent cost to the 
vendor of such article. If the sell­ 
ing price is not six per cent over 
the invoice or replacem ent cost, 
this am endm ent then becomes ef­ 
fective. Based lipon this showing, 
and in the absence of any state­ 
m ent by the defendant, the law 
will then presume th at such sale 
was in fact below the seller's cost. 


"However, at this stage of the 
trial the defendant is still to be 
heard from, and upon his disclo­ 
sure in court of his actual cost of 
doing business, the effect of the 
presumption comes to an end. By 


its express terms the presumption 
can only operate ‘in the absence 
of proof of cost of doing business.’ 
And when proof of the defendant’s 
actuaj cost of doing business is 
presented by him, the presumption 
terminates. 
"The amendment does not, and 
I repeat, does not make it an of­ 
fense to sell at less than a six per 
cent markup. I want to stress this 
point.” 


INACCURACIES 
Brown noted "inaccurate and 
misleading” references to the six 
per cent amendment which he 
said appeared in a grocery trade 
journal widely circulated in South­ 
ern California, and added: 
"The law does not require any­ 
one In business to take a six per 
cent m arkup on his invoice cost 
or any other fixed percentage of 
m arkup. The measure of the only 
offense denounced by the statute 
is the defendant’s own cost of do­ 
ing business, whatever th at mav 
b e ” 
As to the am endm ent regarding j 
"loss leaders,” Brown said: 
"Frankly, I have no alternative 
but to tell you that, in the opin­ 
ion of the attorney general’s office, 
it has not accomplished any sig­ 
nificant change in the law. This 


may well be a surprise to some 
and a disappointment to others. 
However, I should be something 
less than frank if I did not tell 
you my view on this question." 


ENFORCEMENT 
The attorney general explained 
that enforcement of the act has 
been decentralized by the Legisla­ 
ture. Prosecution of criminal ac­ 
tions is exclusively within the jur­ 
isdiction of the district attorneys 
while any person or trade associa­ 
tion may bring an action to enjoin 
and restrain a violation for re­ 
covery of damages. This latter pro­ 
vision, he said, is of the utmost 
importance because it gives in­ 
dustry and the individual business 
"power and authority to police the 
forbidden 
acts 
and 
to 
protect 
themselves against financial in­ 
jury," he added: 


"It should be emphasized th a t 
businessmen alone have the power 
to sue for damages. The district 
attorney may prosecute criminally, 
and the attorney general may s u e 
for an injunction; but th a t is the 
extent of their authority.” 


He said he expected th a t local 
violations would continue to be 
"suppressed by the private actions 
of businessmen and their trade as­ 
sociations seeking damages and 
injunctive relief” and that district 
attorneys would institute crim inal 
actions in suitable cases.

Marin 
county’s 
annual 
"Big 
Game* - -San Rafael versus Tamal- 
pala—appears destined to lose its 
importanoe in the local football 
picture and tomorrow night s meet­ 
ing has created probably less in­ 
terest than any of the previous 
Big Games. 


This sudden lack of spirit and 
rivalry can be attributed to va­ 
rious reasons. (1) San Rafael has 
been placed in a "lower” section 
of the North Bay League and the 
outcome of its game with Tam 
has no bearing on league stand­ 
ings. 
(2) The Tam game used to be 


played late in the season, soi.ie- 
times the last game, and each 
school and team had a full season 
to generate spirit and rivalry and 
the desire to beat the other. Also, 
there was only one game a year. 
Now this season there are two 
Tam-San Rafael games (tomorrow 
and Oct. 23) which appears to cut 
in half rather than double the 
keen rivalry. 
(3) While Tam has had its ups 
and downs through recent years, 
San Rafael has been consistently 
unproductive in the win column, 
e s p e c i a l l y against Tam. The 
Tamites have won the last six Big 
Games by scores of 53-0, 41-0, 25-0, 
32-7, 7-0 and 42-13. Prior to 1947 


the San Rafael team had won 
seven in a row over Tam, but, 
most of the Bulldogs* victories 
were by closer margins and all of 
the games were interesting. Tam’s 
53-0, 41-0, 25-0 and 42-13 victories 
were not interesting for anyone 
but Tam rooters. 
Also, the fact that San Rafael 
is “not in the same class” as Tam 
was verified when the North Bay 
League split its sections into three 
parts and San Rafael was "de­ 
moted” into Section 2. This re­ 
alignment was prompted by a sur­ 
vey that showed the league’s ath ­ 
letic results through the years 
were unbalanced and San Rafael 
was one of the schools that be­ 


longed in a smaller section and 
Tam belonged in the large section. 
If the Tam-San Rafael meeting 
does become just another game 
the likely "Big Game” opponent 
for Tam is Drake High in San 
Anselmo. Drake and Tam are in 
the same NBL section and this 
year they will meet on November 
13—the last game of the season. 
If both win their games against 
San Rafael and Marin Catholic, 
their meeting could be billed as 
the championship game of Marin 
county. Also they’ll be battling for 
higher positions on the league 
standings, and all in all their 
game will be of more importance 
than the Tam-S.R. “Big Game.”

But he claims that at least ¿wo 
leading scientists, Prof. Ernesto 
Bozzano of Italy and Sir Oliver of 
I/>dge of Britain, had been greatly 
impressed by Rosemary’s ability to 
answer long and complicated ques­ 
tions in Egyptian while in the 
trance state.

Many First Graders Will Be Listed 
As Failures And Will Hate School 


I need no crystal ball to predict 
that we re going to have many 
children failing first grade this 
year. As many as ever. How I 
regret that! 
They're the ones who do not 
learn to read. Tortured youngsters, 
learning instead to hate and fear 
school. Learning that they are 
“dummies/ and that others are 
brighter. Learning to rebel against 
tne world. Those are awful lessons 
to learn w±en you are six. 
We’ll have as many first grade 
failures as ever because we haven't 
remedied the things that cause the 
faiulres. Simple, isn’t it?. We’ve 
known w'hat needs to be done for 
twenty years. We’re slow about 
doing it. 
I am lucky enough to live in a 
place that has taken 
steps to 
prevent first graders’ failures. In­ 
stead of having our biggest classes 
in first grade, we try to have our 
smallest. Instead of trying to put 
all the youngsters over the same 
hjrdles, we try to vary the course 
*o each child has a chance to 
succeed. 
Some 
children 
l e a r n 
best 
through their eyes. They get a vis­ 
ual image of a new word, and the 
word sticks. Children like that 
learn quite well under the prevail - 
irtg methocs. But some children 
learn through their ears. 
They 
n*>ed to hear a word, and to break 
it down into clear syllables. Such

kids have a rugged time in many 
first grades. 
Other boys and girls learn by 
tracing words, by literally getting 
the feel of them. Others learn by 
abstractions of meanings, and re­ 
lationships of words. They are 
complicated, 
these 
children 
of 
ours. They aren’t identical. Every’ 
one is different. 
Will we ever be wise enough to 
restrict first grade classes to 15 
pupils each? Arid to work out in­ 
dividual reading programs to fit 
each different child? Then we’ll 
reduce first grade failure to al­ 
most nothing. Meantime, the trag­ 
ic procession of failing first grad­ 
ers will continue. It is our fault, 
not theirs. 
One caution. Don’t blame first 
grade teachers for this. They’re 
the hardest-working teachers of 
all. They’re struggling against im­ 
possible odds. They need your sup­ 
port and help, not your criticism, j 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
Q. What is the first sign that 
a child is failing in school? 
A. Usually the first sign is 
loss of interest in school. The first 
eager joy at going to school van 
ishes, and is replaced by apathy or 
fear. When that happens parents 
should investigate.

Three lucky little Sausalitans re­ 
turned to home base last week 
with lifetime memories of Tahiti, 
Moorea, Bora-Bora and a fabulous 
ftix-month trip aboard their par­ 
ents’ 110-foot schooner Ramona. 
Stones of diving 
into

Loti’s pool, the Neptune ceremony 
of crossing the equator, a rough 
night across stormy seas to bring 
a critically injured 
man 
from 
Moorea to Tahiti for medical care 
were reeled off yesterday by the 
th re e —John Pomeroy, 
11; 
M ar­ 
garet “Pinky ”, 10; and William 
“Billy Cle^e,” 9; with scarcely a 
word of prompting from their p ar­ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. William Pom­ 
eroy, 86 San Carlos avenue. 
It fll started, said John, a sixth 
grader at Town School for Boys 
in Sen Francisco, “when mother 
decided she.w anted to go to the 
South Pacific and see something 
different." 


IT S NO SECRET 
“We liked the idea," chimed in 
Pinky, a sixth grader at Miss 
Burke s school in San FTancisco. 
“We were supposed to keep it a 
secret and pretty soon, it just 
burst out ail over school.” 
Little Billy, a Town school fourth 
grader, 
shyly 
added 
th at 
he 
thought it would be like Honolulu. 
“ We thougnt it would have palm 
trees." 
“But it was much more prim i­ 
tive,” j aid John. 
A long voyage on the beautiful 
ship was not too novel to the 
youngsters who had made t trip 
to Canada aboard her and once 
started a trip to Alaska, but it was 
the first time they had taken along 
th eir school lessons. 
"M other" was the teacher from 
8 a.m. to 3 p.m. every day. Loom­ 
ing a little like a school girl h er­ 
self yestercay with her hair tied 
up in two perky yellow bows, she 
said she had received s teacher’s

We thought 
he had died. Mother and I took 
him back to the boat and m other 
gave him ssme shots. There were 
no doctors in Moorea so we had 
to go to Tahiti and it took five 
hours because it was such a rough 
night. Then my father got off in 
a little dinghy and brought a doc­ 
tor back on board and that's all 
I know about it ** 
“Oh 
yes,’ 
added 
Pinky, 
“we 
tossed the bloody m attress over­ 
board and the sharks ate it lust 
like that." 


NEPTl’NE CEREMONY 
Billy said he liked the Neptune 
party best because “almost all our 
erew dressed up like Neptune and 
his crew\ And Ollie Olson put lip­ 
stick and a wig on to be Neptur.ia. 
N eptune’s daughter. And Sico, our 
cook, made rome real hot stuff and 
some real sweet stuff we had to 
eat as part of the initiation cere­ 
mony for Polliwogs «people who 
had never cessed the equator be­ 
fore!, And then we became sons 
of Neptune and they blindfolded 
us and father asked us for corks 
and filled the quarter-deck with 
water and |.ave us a bath in it.”

In today’s Fall Fashion edition 
of the Independent Journal the 
latest in style news 
is given. 
Against the natural beauty of San 
Rafael’s 
Gerstle 
Park, 
models, 
wearing clothes from Marin county 
stores and shops, posed for the 
pictures in this edition. The park 
provided an exquisite background, 
with the sun giving ever changing 
lights. The lush green of the grass, 
the golden brown of the fall leaves 
and the colors of the flowers were 
complements to the rich shades of 
the fall clothes. 
The 
designers 
have 
achieved 
high fashion by subtle lines and 
elegant fabrics. And discarded is 
the old theory that dark clothes 
are the only proper attire for 
winter. True, black and navy re­ 
tain their popularity but other 
favorites are beige, the soft twi­ 
light colors, cherry red, and deli­ 
cate blues and pinks. 
Fabrics are elegant and so is 
the trim. Sparkling rhinestones, 
sequins and heavy beading accent 
many costumes. 
And while there has been much 
said of the new silhouette and 
its slim lines, the fall clothes do 
not fall into any one pattern. 
True there are many tightly fitted 
bodices, nipped in waistlines and 
sheath skirts. But the woman who 
is “not so slim” has no need to 
be fearful. Draped bodices and 
skirts and smart detailing to give 
slender lines are also featured in 
the fall collections. 
And the graceful swirling skirt 
worn over crinoline or taffeta re­ 
tains its importance in the fashion 
picture. The contrast of the flar­ 
ing skirt to the natural waistline 
gives the illusion of the hour glass 
figure. And this is flattery no 
woman can overlook. 


FAVORED FABRICS 
Among 
the 
season’s 
favored 
wool fabrics are the opulent and 
deep-textured zibelines. Sleek or 
“snow flecked” with glistening sur­ 
face hairs, they are standout fab­ 
rics for both coats and suits. They 
come in the whole range of jewel 
tones from pale pink pearl to 
deep red. 
The big star of this so-called 


casual group is the boucle. This 
includes derivations of poodle cloth 
and many looped materials.

Other leaders in the fall fabric 
picture are heather toned tweeds 
and fleeces and “polished” broad­ 
cloth.

importance. 
Batik prints are seen on the 
lightest weight wool crepes in mu­ 
ted oriental tones of yellow, pur­ 
ple and green. Wool challis appears 
newly enhanced with tiny multi­ 
color geometric patterns and there 
is much paisley. 


JACKET DRESS 
American women who love “con­ 
vertible fashions” will find a true 
fashion bonanza this season. 
The “all-in-one” look is provid­ 
ed by the jacket dress. Jackets of 
every length and type are worn 
over sheath dresses or full skirts. 
Wool dresses with slim or only 
slightly flaring skirts take match­ 
ing or coordinated boleros, jackets 
or coatlettes. Many toppers hang 
straight 
in 
boxed or cardigan 
lines a few are seen as “hug me- 
tights” or "wrap arounds.” 
When jackets are in coordinated 
fabrics, they are most frequently 
lined with the dress fabric and 
make wonderful reversibles to be 
worn with different skirts, suits 
and dresses. 
Of special importance, however, 
is the jacket dress with both pieces 
in matching fabric. The whole 
family of wool tw’eeds offers a 
great variety of patterns and col­ 
ors, stripes, checks, plaids and 
novelty patterns. 
FALL SUITS 
Suits are more becoming than 
ever. Even the tailored suits are 
“soft” in line and detail. Top 


width is achieved with neckline

New Suits

Top level Interest

news in suits this fall. And. with 
the advent of 
the 
farm-fitting 
suit of deceptively simple outline, 
fashion ia describing a handsome 
figure for the woman in a silhou­ 
ette that has all the beauty of 
curves, the 
grace 
of 
elegance 
found in turn-of-the-century styles 
with a 1953 concept of line that is 
slim and lovely. 
Fabrics have been shaped at the 
bodice in new and flattering ways. 
Short, curved and angular seams 
mould a wider, higher-bosomed 
look, slenderize the midriff and 
bring a gentle contour to the hip- 
line of a narrow skirt.

The nub ay touch for men's Fall 
rutting has achieved full public 
favor, according to the leading de­ 
signers of men’s wear. 
For the past several years, they 
explatn, there has been increas­ 
ing public interest in fabrics with 
a third dimensional texture. Wool 
Is a natural medium for surface 
interest and color combinations, 
the designers insist, since the clas­ 
sic textile patterns and textures 
originate in wool. Herringbone, 
houndstooti 
c h e c k s , 
donegal, 
plaids and homespun are all “wool 
originals,” the experts point out. 
NUBS AND SU BS 
Today the nubby touch styling 
of men's wear wool fabrics departs 
widely from traditional classics. 
Nubs and siubs are so widely used 


Glover Lend 
Slender Line 
To Costume 
The slim line that is a focal 
point of the fall fashion picture 
is carried out in glove styles. 
Trend-setting gloves in the longer 
lengths follow a slender arm line, 
tapering to a snug wrist. 
Even shortie gloves, slated for 
fall and winter success, are shaped 
to the wrist to effect a tiny, fem­ 
inine hand appearance. Often a 
shapely cuff, banded, stitched or 
piped finishes a brief short glove. 
Dressy gloves will be most pop­ 
ular in velvet. Shirred at the 
wrist and gentry flaring to a dis­ 
ciplined gauntlet top half-way up 
the arm, many will feature rhine­ 
stone. jewel and jet sparkle. Oth­ 
ers will be trimmed with satin for 
a shiny-dull contrast. 
Black will continue to be im­ 
portant, but deep jewel colors will 
share attention. Colored cotton 
gloves take well to black or bright 
velvet cuffs or edging. 
Gloves for daytime wear in cot­ 
tons, suedes, calf, glace and even 
pigskin are equipped with smart 
accents, such as side tabs, side 
cuffs, button trims, contrasting 
panels and aits of embroidery. 
Textured nylons are n e w s y 
early-fall glove fabrics as well as 
the printed and textured cottons 
that made a hit last year. Seventy- 
denier nylons will offer applique 
and embroidery touches. 
Even knitted gloves have ex­ 
changed their usual bulk for form- 
fitted 
neatness. Leather gloves 
with warm wool or sheep-skin lin­ 
ings are treated for a new supple 
feeling and will be more grace­ 
fully designed. 


in suit, sports jackets and top­ 
coat fabrics that they dominate 
the Fall clothing scene. 
Slubbed yams are yams of un­ 
even thickness, and the fabric de­ 
signers use them so that the slub, 
the thicker part, forms a pattern. 
They may be used to suggest a 
faint plaid or random short dashes. 
Nubs may be either small irregular 
balls of yarn or yarns with small 
protrusions. The nubs are used to 
give a dramatic effect through 
color contrasts with the back­ 
ground. Variations in the size of 
nubs and slubs determine whether 
a fabric is 
bold or subtle. Both 
slubs and nubs were considered 
something that couldn’t be avoid­ 
ed in the day homespun yarns, but 
now’ that public taste demands a 
wide style variety they have a 
new appeal. 
The men's wear designers ex­ 
plain that until recently this tex­ 
ture treatment was confined to 
woolens, as opposed to worsted 
w’ool fabrics. At first, they felt 
uneven yarns lent themselves most 
readily to short-fibered fabrics 
with natural texture. 
OVER-ALL PATTERN 
This Fall, however, slubs and 
nubs appear in worsteds as well 
as wools. Many worsteds appear 
with over-all patterns of slubs and 
nubs, such as the great favorite, 
worsted flannel, which is shown 
this year in interesting dark col­ 
ors with flecks of a lighter color 
scattered over the surface. This 
handsome fabric—a dark back­ 
ground color such as deep navy, 
over w’hich slubs and nubs of white 
or light blue shades are scattered 
—seems assured of great favor. 
Besides the actual dimensions of 
texture, such a combination has 
the luminous effect of the lighter 
flecks shining through the back­ 
ground. 
Sport coat fabric will be seen 
in a tremendous variety of texture i 
treatments, 
but 
the 
designers ! 
stress that the newT fabrics are not 
confined to casual wear. They cite 
handsome suiting fabrics, such as 
a gray basket weave, over which 
black and white nubs are scattered, ! 
as particularly suitable for busi­ 
ness wear. 
Topcoat fabrics have the dis­ 
tinctive new styling, too. But it is 
used with greater restraint to per­ 
mit wear for business as well as in­ 
formal occasions. Deep brown wor- 
! sted covert with a minute check 
of white slubs is typical, they say. 
All told, there hasn’t been a 
year in recent memory when men 
have been offered a greater variety 
of handsome Fall clothes, thanks 
to the new’ fabrics. 


It's time to get into that suit 
of tweed, flannel or jersey, that’s 
going to be the backbone of your 
whole winter wardrobe. 
These suits are a far cry from 
the old classics. Fabrics are much 
handsomer. Colors are wonderfully 
coordinated. There may be a pat-

Everyone knows 
that wool is 
ideal in cold, damp climates. What 
some men don’t know, however, is 
that wool is adaptable, in light­ 
weight fabrics, to the warmest cli­ 
mates in the world. The writer has 
learned this fact from experience. 
And he has learned something 
even more important. Wool fabrics 
are the only fabrics which can be 
worn in comfort from one extreme 
of weather into the other. In trav­
